at leaſt there would be no Execution of the Law; 
which is the Life of the Law, and without which - 
it is but a dead and empty Letter. 
So that Government is apparently one of the great- 
eſt Bleſſings we enjoy ; without this; the beſt Title 
and Property would be inſignificant, and there would 
be nothing which we.could call our own, or which 
would be our own, any longer than we were able 
to keep poſſeſſion of it by Force, and defend it from 
thoſe who would endeavour to deprive us of it. In 
this caſe our bleſſed Saviour's Words are a fit Repre- 
ſentation of the Matter; Lake xi. 21, 22. When's 
frrong Man armed keepeth his Palace, his Goods are in 
Peace, bat whew'a ſtronger than he ſhall come apon hum, 
and overcome him, he taketh from him all his Armour 
wherein he truſted, and divideth his Spoils.
